1. ACCORDING LA PAZ NEWSPAPERS OCTOBER 24, GOB WOULD VIEW 
WITH SYMPATHY AGREEMENTS THAT WOULD PERMIT ARGENTINA 

TO PARTICIPATE IN ANDEAN GROUP IN AN "ADEQUATELY ESTABLISHED" 
FORM. GOB REPORTEDLY HAS NOT TAKEN AN OFFICIAL POSITION, 

BUT SECRETARY FOR INTEGRATION OF MINFON, ADOLFO GUIERREZ 
GAVE HIS OPINION THAT ENTRY OF ARGENTINA INTO THE ANDEAN 
GROUP WOULD MEAN THAT BOLIVIA COULD OBTAIN PREFERENTIAL 
TREATMENT IN ARGENTINE TARIFF REDUCTIONS AND TRADE 
LIBERALIZATION WITH RESPECT TO OTHER MEMBERS OF THE GROUP. 
GUTIERREZ ADDED THAT THIS PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT MIGHT
